EVERY MILE OF TRACK. 


State Railroad Commission 


Indicates That Such May 


Be Its Order to the Pacific Electric as Result of Condi- 
tions Shown to Exist by Wreck at Vineyard Station. 


Hearing Continued Today.

S THE climax to testimony yes- 

terday showing that the Vineyard 

Junction wreck, with its con- 
comitant loss of life, might have been 
prevented had the line been pro- 
tected with automatic block signals, 
or flagging rules rigidly complied 
with, Commissioner Edgerton indi- 
cated that the State Railroad Com- 
mission will probably issue an order 
compelling the installation of block 
signals on practically the entire Pa- 
cific Blectric system, as well as the 
extension and modification of the sys- 
tem used in the training of motormen 
and conductors. 

“The testimony shows,” said Edger- 
ton, “that a fagman had been picked 
up by the telescoped train 300 feet 
back of the place it came to a stop. 
Therefore, if the rules had been 
strictly complied with and a flagman 
dropped at the moment the first flag- 
man was picked up, he would have 


gained 300 feet, probably a good deal 
more, and there would have been no 


wreck. 

Chief Engineer Farle, Service Ex- 
pert Wilson and Assistant Service In- 
spector Shakespeare of the commis- 
sion's staff, all teetified from the stand 
that it was their belief that all of 
the Pacific Electric's high-speed lines 
should be protected with automatic 
block signals.

This tower will be the tallest struc- 
ture in the world and will mark an 
engineering feat that, while not at 
all unattainable in this age of lofty 
construction made possible by mod- 
ern building in steel, has never been 
considered commercially desirable. 
With this structure scientific measur- 
ing and weighing of air and its cur- 
— ig expected to reach a higher 

© of perfection than ever be- 
fore. From a commercial point of 
view the government will profit, un- 
doubtedly, through its wireless in 
stallation, which is expected to have 
a radius greater than any station now 
in operation. 

In addition, Dusseldorf, long a cen- 
ter of aviafion and the scéne of the 
several triumphs and innumerable 
failures of Count Zeppelin, and his 
dirigible balloons, will add to its pres- 
tige as a show point. This structure 
will permit of an extraordinary view 
over the countryside. With the ob- 
servatory at the pinnacle equipped 
with powerful telescopes, it will be 
possible to sweep the horizon for 
hundreds. of miles. 

While Eiffel Tower has little com- 
mercial value, outside its wireless in- 
stallation, the Dusseldorf structure 
will serve the double purpose of 
bridge and observatory. Architects 
engaged on the plans have not re- 
vealed the cost of construction, but 
it will be enormous.

3400 years before the birth of Christ. 
The Pharach gave it to one of his 
court favorites, and.when the latter 
died it was buried with him in his 
magnificent tomb at Gerzeh, some 
forty miles away from modern Cairo. 
A body-snatcher of ancient Egypt 
broke open the tomb of the dead 
favorite of Pharaoh. 

For once, poetic justice—an inati- 
tution which flourished even in Egypt 
—came into operation. The heavy 
slabs that formed the roof of the 
tomb fell on the thief and crushed 
him flat. Then the wind came, and 
with it the sand; and year by year 
the ruined tomb was buried deeper, 
so that it lay for centuries hidden in 
the desert. 


Last March Prof. Flinders Petrie 
and his excavating party found it. 
The fallen roof and the crushed body 
of the_thief told their own tale, and 
the excavators were encouraged to 
look for what they knew the thief 
had not been able to take away with 
him. And so at last they found the 
beautiful jewel, at which a court 
artificer had wrought, perhaps for 
years, fifty centuries ago. It was in- 
spected here with deep curiosity.

Hearing Continued Today. 


State Railroad Commission Indicates That Such May 
Be Its Order to the Pacific Electric as Result of Condi- 
tions Shown to Exist by Wreck at Vineyard Station. 


S THE climax to testimony yes- 

terday showing that the Vineyard 

Junction wreck, with its con- 
comitant loss of life, might have been 
prevented had the line been pro- 
tected with automatic block signals, 
or flagging rules rigidly complied 
with, Commissioner Edgerton indi- 
cated that the State Railroad Com- 
mission will probably issue an order 
compelling the installation of block 
signals on practically the entire Pa- 
cific Electric system, as well as the 
extension and modification of the sys- 
tem used in the training of motormen 
and conductors. 

“The testimony shows,” said Edger- 
ton, “that a flagman had been picked 
up by the telescoped train 300 feet 
back of the place it came to a stop. 
Therefore, if the rules had been 
strictly complied with and a flagman 
dropped at the moment the first flag- 
man was picked up, he would have 
gained 200 feet, probably a good deal 
more, and there would have been no 
wreck.” 

Chief Engineer Farle, Service Ex- 
pert Wilson and Assistant Service In- 
spector Shakespeare of the commis- 
sion's staff, all testified from the stand 
that it was their belief that all of 
the Pacific Electric's high-speed lines 
should be protected with 
block signals. 


“Are there any chances of failure 


in these block signal aystems?” asked 
Edgerton. 

“Only about one in 960,000 move- 
ments, according to a most thorough 
test by the Baltimore and Ohlo,” re- 
plied Earle.

AT WHITE HOUSE GATE. 

The “bulletin” tree is a tall, 
sentinel that guards the White House 
Ste. Most of us remember that when 
Garfield was shot the hourly bulletins 
issued by the doctors were tacked on 
the bole of this «tree. There was al- 
ways a crowd around it, and when 
the government officers let out the 
crowd became a mas that blocked the 
pavement on both sides of the tree 
from the railings to the street. In the 
years that have paseed the Garfield 
tragedy has been forgotten. Only the 
tree is left to tell the tale. 

The Botanic Garden is green with 
historic trees. One, near the Avenue 
gate, served as 4 hitching post for 
John Quincy Adams e horse, way back 
in 1801, and near by are the “peace” 
oaks, which wers planted tn 1862 
from acorns brought from Kentucky 
by John J. Crittenden, and Robert 
Malloy, both of whom worked so pa- 
triotically for peace at the beginning 
of the Civil War. From the acorns 
of these trees the late Superintendent 
Smith raised £00 shoots, which were 
planted on the baitiefield of Chicka- 
mauga. The ‘“peave” oaks originally 
stood on the site now occupied by 
the Grant monument, but were suc- 
ceasfully transferred. 

In ancther part of the garden 
grows a young oak with gracefully 
outreaching branches aquiver with 
shiny leaves. Its parent tree guards 
the grave of Confu~tus. 

An American, while “sightseeing” 
the tomb of the ortental philosopher, 
who wrote the six sacred books of the 
Chinese, and who died 600 years be-

fore Christ was born, picked an acorn 
that had falien on the grave and 
brought it te Charlies A. Dana, then 
the miaster mind of the New York 
Sun. Mr. Dana turned it over to Rep- 
resentative Amos J. Cummings, who 
gave it to Superintendent Smith. And 
everybody knows without telling what 
the superintendent did. 

Not far from the “Confucius” oak ts 
a beechnut planted by the late John 
A. Bingham, who ‘early loved trees, 
and at a distance grows another which 
owes its existence to Garfield, who 
planted it when a member of the 
House. 


STRUCK BY LIGHTNING, 

Close to the Capitol bullding stands 
an arboreal Ajax, whose stripped bark 
offers contradiction to the theory 
that lightning never strikes twice in 
the same place. Ellicott Woods, super- 
intendent of the Capitol, can tell you 
Mat he has seen the dome struck sev- 
eral times, and that on stich occasions 
a tiny fork would dart o: at a tan- 
gent and strike the tree. But Ajax, 
sturdy of trunk and vigorously sappy, 
defies each bolt, and ts the theory 
on that ever-piling dump where most 
old sayings go. 

The “wishing” tree in Lafayette 
Square ts a Gwarf chestnut; its trunk 
gnarled and squatty, and with crooked 
branches that give magnificent shade. 
Tradition claims that if you make a 
wish while hugging the tree it is 
bound to come true. Here's a proof: 

A colored woman who used to drag 
her tired way through the park every 
night after a hard day's service put 
her arms as far around the trunk as 
she could reach and wished her hard- 
est for a bicycle. She had barely got 
out of the grounds when she picked 
up. a bicycle lamp. If her arms had 
been long enough to reach clear 
around she would have found a wheel, 
She sald so. And she certainly ought 
to know. 

A prairie man who came te Wan- 
ington for the inauguration discovered 
that we waste too much ground on 
our trees. Ground was made for crops. 
Trees are pretty, and all that, but 
when you come down to it, what are 
they good for, except for fuel and 
for building?
